The Wall-street markets are all ina state of 
feverish excitement this afternoon and the 
fluc:: ations more violent than for some time 
past. In the Gold Room the dealings were 
very large and attended with much exeite- 
ment, while prices reached the highest point 
of the day.

“If, having civil 
equality,” says the Tribune, “he can main- 
tain himself in the race for life, let kim 
do so. Ifhe fail, then it will be his own 
logs, and he alone will suffer.” But he 
alone will not sufler. He is now a power 
in the South. He is a citizen and a 


voter. He isalso a laborer on.whom the 
South relies. It he fails in the race for 


smallest gufferer, tor his condition renders 
him incapable of. very acute suffering. 
Supply the meager wants of nature, leave 
bim alone to his indolence and sloth, and 
he will be content. Those who will suffer 
are the white people, the people who are 
dragged down and made poor by a load 
of ignorance and degradation which has 
been imposed upon them and which they 
can not shake off. Theretore they dare 
not let him alone. After all that has been 
done tor him his condition is unpromising. 
Bad laws and unwise handling have 
brought bim tothbis. How are you going 
to get him out of it? Certainly not by 
those general mulk-and cider expedients 
that scarcely reach the poorer class of 
whites, and camnot be made to come 
within rifle range of the blacks. 

The equality idea of the Chicago Tribune 
and the Cincinnati Commercial sounds 
well enough as a phrase and is particular- 
ly attractive when used to protect the 
weak against the hostility of the strong.

Atstria and’Turkey, and that Moldavia 
and Wallachia have been permitted, con- 
trary to the guarantees of the treaty, first, 
to unite as the principality of Roumania, 
and then to confer the sovereignty upon a 
foreign prince—a Hohenzollern, brother 
to the candidate for the Spanish throme.

+ But, as Russia feels that the terms of 
the treaty are hard on her and that they 
‘were imposed by force, she very naturally 
feels that there is no great violation of 
faith fn abrogating them by force when- 
ever circumstances permit. And it looks 
now as ifshe had worked secretly, patient- 
ly, and adroitly for fourteen years to bring 
about the very favorable circumstances 
that exist, and had made the ambition and 
the good willof her Czar’s uncle the chief 
agency in herdesigns. The connivance of 
Russia is visible in the success of all Brs- 
mARCK’s diplomacy and Prussia’s warlike 
enterprises. Eyen the feeble protest of 
Russia against the elevation of a Honen- 
ZOLLERX to the sovereignty of Roumania 
seems to be a mere mask for the secret 
understanding between BiIsMaRCK gpd 
GORTSCHAKOFF. 

It must be remembered that Austria did 
not actively engage in the Crimean war, 
and that Prussia maintained a neutrality 
very friendly toward Russia, thereby 
showing the absence of all opposition on 
her part to Bussia’s designs upon Con: 
stantinople, From this time on it was the 
obvious policy of ALEXANDER to connive 
atthe aggrandizement of Prussia at the 
expense of Ausiria, and, having counte- 
panced and secretly aided the unification 
of Germany under bis uncle's absdlute | 
sway, to leaye the latter undisturbed mas- 
ter ot the Baltic in retugn for assistance in 
the direction of Constantinople. If any_ 
such secret understanding existed between . 
them nothing would be more spropos than’ 
the preliminary step of raising a HonEn- 
ZOLLERN to the head of the local sover- 
eignty guaranteed by the treaty over the 
Sultan’s Christian subjects in Roumania. 

Supposing the existence of this tamily 
alliance, and witvessing the irresistible 
precision with which King WiLLiam hag. 
pertormed his part of the contract, we. 
must admit thatthe Old World is about 
to pass under the domination of a gigantic, 
duality, abedlute in its notions of govern- 
ment, fierce and predatory in all its in- 
stincts. Here we get a giimpse of what 
Europé must become without France. The 
latter may yet have power enough to de- 
feat the most formidable combination, if 
England exhibits the pluck of GRANVILLE 
rather than the bland complaisance of 
GLapsTong, and if Austria can unite her 
trans-Leithan and cis-Leithan provinces 
heartily in the war.

Ste sbould have asked for an 
insisted upon a congress of the nations upon 
the sabject, and thereis no donbt but that 
her just demands would have been ace 
to. As it is, there is but.a casus belli; there is 
yet a chance for peace, If, however, Russia 
thinks her chance has come, and Prussia is 
out of the way, war is inevitable, 
and will doubtless be the  sbortest, 
most terrible and destructive that has 
ever yet occurred. QOuxe hope there is always 
for peace, and that is, who is to pay the Bills?, 
Even this considerataon may be igaored, Prus- 
sia being the ally of Rassia makes litue differ- 
ence. Sheis the ally already by being en- 
gaged with France, aud keeping that power- 
ful pation and national enemy Of Russia in 
check; for certainly France would go against 
Russia if she Was vot engaged with Prussia, 
acd itis to getsuch powertuil allies as Eog- 
laud, Austria and Italy, and doubtless Spain, 
Holiand and Denmark, the French Govern- 
ment will also take sides against Russia, and 
this will force Prussia, as an ally of Russ: a. 
The neutrality of Beiginm will the, of course, 
be violated, and that country, with Luxem- 
vurg, take sides with France and her allies, 
ana the result may be that the greatest bat- 
ties of the worid will be fought within the 
bext year, Ou the Pruseiav, Anstrian and Bel- 
giean territory. The French, Ecgelish, Turk- 
i: bgacd Holland fleets will give the Russian 
fleets much trouble, if not get the better of 
them. ‘Tne Ruesian army. bowever, combined 
with the German, will bard to evercome. 
Russia is a concentrated power; so is Prussia. 
The othersare scattered, aud have the time 
and expense of concentration to overcome. 

It will be a great mistake, however, for 
Russia, in the event of her success, to occupy 
Constantivople. It will, tike the Homan Em- 
pire, with its Rome and Constantinople, end 

p a division and the downfall of its Empire. 

If Russia insists in disregarding the treaties, 
and no convention or congress is called, Eog- 
land must fight. Turkey is her great market. 
Its trade is hers, and if Russia conquers Euro- 
pean Turkey, Russian merchants get all the 
tuade. As a matter of course if Russia con- 
quers Turkey, and Prussia conquers France, 
which latter proposition looks doubtful now, 
the Austrian Empire will be in jeopardy. [t 
is for this that Austria must now fight. Hun- 
gar ’ pears to be with Austria In ‘wood faith, 
aud thereby gives her much strength. It is 
just the time for Italyto goto war. Itis a 
good way for Vicwr Ewavuel to settle all 
disputes at home and briog the Italian vation 
together. 

As for Spain, she is a riddle tome, I think, 
though, that it Aosta is chosen King, the Gov- 
ernment will go with Italy and France, and 
thus bring all the Latin nations together 
against the descendants of the Saracens, Teu- 
tons and Vandals.
